As Restitution Made

Somewhere in this land of ours 
lives an honest man and the 
Santa Fe Railway is $690 richer 
for it. This sum was enclosed in 
a letter received at the rail­ 
road's offices in Galveston, Tex., 
recently by Treasurer W. D. 
Sawyer.

Attached to tne money was an 
unsigned note which read: "En­ 
closed find $595 for which I was 
not due.

As my life has changed I 
want to clear all things up." 
Postmarked at Fort Worth, Ter. 
the letter is puzzling Santa FVp 
officials who are speculating as 
to who could have sent It.

"We often receive sums of 
money through the mall from 
persons who wish to make re- 
rtitution," Sawyer disclosed, "but 
in my nearly 50 years with the 
railroad this is the largest 
amount I have ever ^received 
from such sources."

The money, consisting of four 
100 dollar bills, three fifties, one 
twenty, two tens and one flve, 
will be turned over to the Santa 
Fc's "Conscience fund." Hund­
